the liquid crystal; 
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wherein the structure on the first substrate has a linear protrusion structure, an 
auxiliary protrusion structure extending from the protrusion structure and opposing 
to each of facing end portions of the second electrode, and a width of the auxiliary 
protrusion structure wider than a width of the protrusion structure. -- 
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
